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County OKs MCSD 
restoration & trails

McKINLEYVILLE — The county’s Planning Commis- 
sion has approved permitting for an “ambitious project” 
restoring salmonid habitat and creating new river access 
in a wetland area owned and managed by the McKin- 
leyville Community Services District (MCSD). 

Approved without discussion as part of the commis- 
sion’s November 19 consent agenda, the project will im- 
prove and increase salmonid habitat in the Mad River 
watershed and create access to a river overlook. 

The project area is located in McKinleyville, on Fisch- 
er Avenue near the intersection of Fischer Avenue and at 
the western segment of School Road from Ocean Drive 
to Verwer Avenue. 

The habitat restoration includes removal of 4.25 acres 
of percolation ponds to “restore a more natural connec- 
tion to the Mad River,” according to a written staff re- 
port. Two acres of new wetlands will be created within 
the pond infrastructure footprint along with 1.4 new 
acres of open water for “off-channel rearing refugia hab- 
itat for salmonids.” 

Also part of the project is creation of a 1,775 foot chan- 
nel connecting the river to the pond area to allow juve-

COVID scourge steeply surging

HUMBOLDT - COVID-19 is surging 
and what Humboldt’s health officer has 
described as a “steep climb in cases” has 
moved the county into the state’s highest 
risk category, effecting new restrictions 
and a curfew. 

Disease is spreading at an unprece- 
dented pace nationally, statewide and 
now, locally. Humboldt saw 122 cases 
confirmed last week, including 31 cases 
on November 26. The county had a case 
total of 850 as of the end of last week 
and there were two more hospitaliza- 
tions, bringing that total to 43. 

It’s part of a statewide coronavirus 
surge. California's COVID-19 hospital- 
izations have doubled since mid-No- 
vember, Los Angeles is in lockdown 
and there have been more than 19,000 
deaths in the state, including nine in 
Humboldt. 
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On Nov. 24, a day that saw the con- 
firmation of 17 more local cases, the 
California Department of Public Health 
placed Humboldt in the purple or wide- 
spread COVID-19 risk tier. 

Restrictions geared to reducing the 
startling case acceleration include the 
closing of bars, breweries and distilleries, 
outdoors-only operation of restaurants, 
wineries, family entertainment centers, 
fitness centers and places of worship, and 
reduced indoor capacities in retail busi- 
nesses and shopping centers. 

Being purple also puts the state’s 10 
p.m. curfew into effect locally. 

In a Nov. 24 media availability video, 
Health Officer Dr. Teresa Frankovich said 
the county’s daily case rate per 100,000 
residents is now “well over seven, which 
is the cut-off for the purple tier.” 

Asked if the county’s COVID-19 rate 
is “going to skyrocket,” Frankovich said

Clean, separate, cook and chill

HUMBOLDT - The holidays will look 
different this year, but food safety pre- 
cautions remain the same. 

The Humboldt County Department 
of Health & Human Services Division of 
Environmental Health (DEH) is remind- 
ing people of safe food handling tips to 
keep holiday meals healthy. 

Supervising Environmental Health 
Specialist Ben Dolf said, “We want to 
make sure people practice proper food 
handling to help prevent easily avoidable 
illnesses.” 

DEH along with the Centers for Dis- 
ease Control and Prevention recommend 
following four simple steps to lessen the 
chance of foodborne illness: Clean, sepa- 
rate, cook and chill. 

¢ Clean your hands with warm, soapy 
water for at least 20 seconds before and 
after handling food. Thoroughly wash all 
surfaces, utensils and dishes with hot, 
soapy water and rinse with hot water be- 
fore and after each use. Wash fruits and 
vegetables under cool, running water 
even if you plan to peel them to prevent 
the spread of bacteria. 

¢ Separate raw and cooked foods to 
avoid cross contamination. Keep fruits 
and vegetables away from raw meat, 


poultry, eggs and seafood. Also, keep raw 
animal products separate from each oth- 
er. Frozen turkeys and other meat should 
be thawed in the refrigerator, in a sink 
with cool water that is changed every 
30 minutes, or in the microwave. Use a 
clean spoon to taste food as it’s cooked or 
ladle a small amount into another dish. 

¢ Cook food to proper temperatures. 
Set the oven temperature no lower than 
325 F, and be sure turkey is complete- 
ly thawed before cooking. Using a food 
thermometer, make sure that the inter- 
nal temperature of turkey is at least 165 
F at the thickest part. Cooking times will 
vary. For optimal safety, cook stuffing 
outside turkey in a casserole dish. 

¢ Chill turkey and other perishable 
foods in the refrigerator within two hours 
of being cooked. Do not eat leftover meat 
that has been refrigerated for longer than 
three to four days or leftover stuffing or 
gravy that has been refrigerated for lon- 
ger than two days.

nile fish access. Recon- 
nection of the river to the 
project area’s floodplain 
will create off-channel 
habitat. 

The project’s trail de- 
velopment _ establishes 
access to a Mad River 
overlook off the existing 
paved School Road path- 
way. 

There will also be a 
trail from the overlook to 
a river access area. 

There will be parking 
access via five addition- 
al parallel parking spots 
along School Road and an 
ADA-reserved spot. 

A vehicle turnaround 
will also be developed. 

The project has been 
in planning stages since 
2012 and is supported by 
a variety of state and fed- 
eral grants sponsored by 
California Trout. 

The MCSD also gained 
a Habitat Conservation 
Fund grant for the proj- 
ect’s design. 

The MCSD collaborat- 
ed with several non-gov- 
ernment organizations, 
the Wiyot tribe and state 
and federal environ- 
mental agencies. The 
district and the county 
also worked with prop- 
erty owners to “fashion 
a suite of road modifica- 
tions to lessen the impact 
to the neighborhood,” 
according to the written 
report. 

“This ambitious proj- 
ect will enhance valuable 
fish and wildlife habitat 
as well as enhance pub- 
lic access and recreation 
opportunities while pre- 
serving open space,” the 
report states.

CALIFORNIA — Upon assess- 
ment of the recent, unprece- 
dented rate of rise in increase in 
COVID-19 cases across Califor- 
nia, the California Department of 
Public Health (CDPH) is taking 
immediate actions to prevent the 
spread of the virus. 

These immediate actions will 
help reduce community spread, 
protect individuals at higher risk 
of severe illness or death from 
COVID-19, and prevent the state’s 
health care delivery system from 
becoming overwhelmed. Reduc- 
ing movement and mixing of in- 
dividual Californians is critical to 
decreasing transmission, hospi- 
talizations, and deaths. 


Therefore, as the State Pub- 
lic Health Officer, I am issuing a 
Limited Stay at Home order, ef- 
fective in counties under Tier One 
(Purple) of California’s Blueprint 
for a Safer Economy, requiring 
that all gatherings with mem- 
bers of other households and all 
activities conducted outside the 
residence, lodging or temporary 
accommodation with members of 
other households cease between 
10 p.m. PST and 5 a.m. PST, ex- 
cept for those activities associated 
with the operation, maintenance, 
or usage of critical infrastructure 
or required by law. This order 
does not apply to persons experi- 
encing homelessness. 

Nothing in this order prevents 


any number of persons from the 
same household from leaving 
their residence, lodging, or tem- 
porary accommodation, as long 
as they do not engage in any in- 
teraction with (or otherwise gath- 
er with) any number of persons 
from any other household, except 
as specifically permitted herein. 
This Limited Stay at Home 
Order will reduce opportunities 
for disease transmission with the 
goal of decreasing the number of 
hours individuals are in the com- 
munity and mixing with individ- 
uals outside of their household. E 
very intervention to decrease 
mixing of households is critical 
during this unparalleled increase 
in case rate rise of about 50 per- 


cent during the first week in No- 
vember. In particular, activities 
conducted during 10 p.m. to 5 
a.m. are often non-essential and 
more likely related to social ac- 
tivities and gatherings that have 
a higher likelihood of leading to 
reduced inhibition and reduced 
likelihood to adhere to COVID-19 
preventive measures (e.g., wear- 
ing face coverings and maintain- 
ing physical distance). 

This order shall take effect on 
Nov. 21, 2020, at 10 p.m. PST. 

For counties that move into 
Tier One (Purple) after the effec- 
tive date of this Order, the terms 
of this Order shall apply at 10 p.m. 
PST on day two after the county 
is assigned to Tier One (Purple). 


For the purpose of counting days, 
day one shall be the first full day 
following the date of the tier as- 
signment. 

This order remains in effect 
until 5 a.m. PST on December 21, 
2020, and may be extended or re- 
vised as needed.

County Public Health asks for community’s help with contact tracing 


Humsowpt County Pusiic HEALTH 

HUMBOLDT - Public Health is modifying the contact 
investigation process and asking for the community’s as- 
sistance in order to better respond to an unprecedented 
surge in COVID-19 cases. 

Contact tracers will continue to reach out to each coun- 
ty resident who tests positive and will conduct an initial 
interview. The investigator will assign the case as either 
“priority” or “low-risk.” 

Some examples of priority cases include health care 
workers in hospitals or clinical settings, staff in school or 
daycares and those who reside or work in congregate liv- 
ing facilities, but priority will be assigned on a case-by-case 
basis. 

Humboldt County Health Officer Dr. Teresa Frankovich 
said, “We are at a point where we need the community to 
assist us in quickly reaching their close contacts in order to 
help contain spread of the virus.” 

If a case is designated as priority, case investigators will 


be assigned to follow up directly with their close contacts. 
If a case is designated lower-risk, the contact investigation 
team will ask that individual to reach out to their own close 
contacts right away to notify them of the exposure and for- 
ward information on quarantine. 

¢ A close contact is defined as: 

eAnyone who was within six feet of a COVID-positive 
person for 15 minutes or more over a 24-hour timeframe 
during the infectious period. 

¢ A person’s infectious period is: 

* Two days before the onset of symptoms until it has 
been at least 10 days since symptoms began; AND 

°No fever for at least 24 hours; AND 

¢ Symptoms have improved. 

* For positive individuals who do not have symptoms, 
the infectious period begins two days before the test and 
continues for 10 days. 

Dr. Frankovich said it is no longer practical for case in- 
vestigators to reach out to all contacts of a known posi- 


tive. “We reported 56 new cases since Friday alone, and 
last week the county saw its largest weekly case increase 
since the beginning of the pandemic,” she said. “It’s clear 
that it’s time to adjust our strategy as much of the state has 
already had to do.”

Humboldt State to plan for consideration to be state’s third polytechnic 


HuMBo pt STATE UNIVERSITY 

HUMBOLDT STATE —- The 
California State University has 
asked Humboldt State Univer- 
sity to undertake a self-study 
toward becoming designated a 
polytechnic. 

The request offers the momen- 
tous possibility of HSU becoming 
one of just three polytechnic uni- 
versities in the state, and the only 
one in Northern California. 

It would better position HSU 
to meet specific workforce needs 
on the North Coast and statewide, 
and it would significantly raise 
HSU’s profile among prospective 
students and grant-funding orga- 
nizations. 

HSU President Tom Jackson, 
Jr. shared his enthusiasm for the 
request in a message to campus 
last week, calling it an “incredible, 
transformative opportunity.” 

“This is our moment. First, 
let’s allow ourselves to imagine, 
dream, and consider Humboldt 
as a polytechnic,” Jackson wrote. 


Chancellor Tim White’s letter 


“What are the possibilities for this 
region and future students? What 
are the possibilities for new grants 
and research?” 

The CSU request came in a re- 
cent letter from Chancellor Timo- 
thy White. 

The Chancellor wrote, in part: 
“Humboldt State University is 
a vital institution on the North 
Coast and for California. The 
campus currently has many dis- 
tinct strengths in the sciences, 
with a special capacity for matters 
pertaining to forestry, oceanogra- 


phy, energy, and agriculture. As 
we look to the needs of California 
in the decades ahead, programs 
dealing with the development 
and application of new knowledge 
in the fire sciences, aquaculture, 
sustainable energy, North Coast 
crops, and environmental sus- 
tainability are among a few areas 
where HSU could provide world- 
class programs.” 

Although it is Fall Break, HSU 
is sharing it as soon as possible 
with the campus and community. 

Polytechnic institutions tra- 
ditionally feature hands-on and 
career-focused programs, an em- 
phasis in STEM (Science, Tech- 
nology, Engineering, Math) and 
applied science programs like 
health and agriculture, along with 
a strong liberal arts foundation. 

In the requested self-study, 
HSU will have a chance to build 
upon the collective vision from its 
academic and strategic planning 
to reimagine the polytechnic for 
the 21st Century. 


It could incorporate Humboldt 
State’s broad expertise in sus- 
tainability, along with areas like 
traditional ecological knowledge, 
renewable technologies, equitable 
and ethical practices, tribal and 
rural community development, 
and more. 

“I am excited for the possibil- 
ities that HSU becoming a poly- 
technic CSU represents for our 
region,” said Keith Flamer, pres- 
ident of College of the Redwoods. 
“This will allow CR and HSU to 
expand the transfer pathway in 
the science, technology, engineer- 
ing, mathematics, forestry and 
aquaculture fields. CR’s adminis- 
tration and faculty are committed 
to working with our Humboldt 
State University partners to build 
a pathway from our high quality 
STEM related programs to HSU. 
It is a ‘win-win’ collaboration.” 

Well-positioned 

In many ways, HSU is the ob- 
vious candidate to become the 
state’s third polytechnic. HSU has 


the highest percentage of courses 
with a hands-on component in the 
CSU, and it has the third highest 
percentage of students in natural 
resources and STEM programs 
(behind Cal Poly San Luis Obispo 
and Cal Poly Pomona). 

HSU also has the CSU’s high- 
est percentage of STEM gradu- 
ates who go on to earn doctoral 
degrees, ranking 8th nationally 
among 660 master’s level institu- 
tions. 

The self-study on the polytech- 
nic concept, to be completed by 
Spring 2021, will be led by HSU 
Provost Jenn Capps and Lisa 
Bond-Maupin, currently serving 
as interim deputy chief of staff and 
special assistant to the president. 

It will build upon numerous 
important planning efforts cur- 
rently underway at HSU, includ- 
ing the Strategic Plan process, 
Academic Road Map planning 
process, preparation for upcom- 
ing WSCUC accreditation visits, 
and others. 


President Tom Jackson notifies

I have appreciated our conversations 
over the past several months regarding 
the strengths and future direc- 
tions for Humboldt State Uni- 
versity. These discussions have 
been both informal and more 
formal in our annual summer 
conference. I am also aware 
of initial discussions at HSU, 
with the Division of Academic 
and Student Affairs here in the 
Chancellor’s Office, along with 
the leadership at Cal Poly San 
Luis Obispo and Cal Poly Po- 
mona. 

On November 12, 2020, I was pleased 
that we could engage Executive Vice Chan- 
cellor Blanchard and Chancellor-select 
Castro in the discussion. They concur with 
this effort to further develop a prospectus 
to designate HSU as a polytechnic univer- 
sity. 

Therefore, I encourage you to further 
develop this concept that could lead to the 
CSU Board of Trustees taking an action to 
formally pronounce HSU as a polytechnic 
university. 

I now ask that you mobilize stakehold- 
ers and pursue a more rigorous self-study 
and develop a prospectus (along the lines of 
an academic and business plan) with cam- 
pus and community stakeholders that hold 
promise to move this concept forward for

formal consideration. 

Humboldt State University is a vital in- 
stitution on the North Coast and for Cali- 
fornia. The campus currently has many 
distinct strengths in the sciences, with a 
special capacity for matters pertaining to 
forestry, oceanography, energy, and agri- 
culture.

Bustling1880s Jacoby Creek Valley 


ose of us who live 
in Bayside are well 
aware that we are for- 


tunate to live in such a lovely 
place. But sometimes a look 
into the past is helpful in il- 
luminating the present. The 
valley we know to- 
day is thoroughly 
transformed from 
the land that was 
home to the Wiy- 
ot long before we 
arrived. 

In November 
of 1887, the Ar- 
cata Union news- 
paper ran a 4-part 
series on the local 
resources of the 
Jacoby Creek valley. The 
anonymous writer started 
by describing how the valley 
bottom was when white set- 
tlers first arrived: forested 
with spruce “of giant dimen- 
sions,” alder, ash, willow, 
maple and _ pepperwood, 
all covered by a “jungle” of 
“shimmering emerald foli- 
age,” and regularly visited 
by deer, elk and bear. Salm- 
on by the thousands crowd-

ed up the stream we now 
call Jacoby Creek. 

Over the course of three 
decades the entire valley 
bottom was cleared and 
planted with  well-tilled 
fields of grain and vegeta- 
bles. Houses were 
built, along with a 
school, post office, 
and general store, 
and a= railroad 
was constructed 
up the valley (a 
significant engi- 
neering feat as the 
bay’s tidal wet- 
lands extended 
much further than 
now) to provide 
access to the real riches: 
huge redwood trees cover- 
ing “the ground at 50 to 60 
M feet per acre.” 

But there were other re- 
sources deemed important 
as well: rock outcrops of 
marble, limestone, sand- 
stone, granite and quartz, 
and, a surprise to me, huge 
redwood stumps that, pro- 
vided “a method be advised 
for cutting the stumps into 


sections” could provide 
material for veneers, pan- 
els and posts, Tanoak bark, 
used in leather processing, 
was another resource that 
had the potential to em- 
ploy hundreds, though it is 
unclear to me whether this 
industry ever materialized. 

Today, various enter- 
prises still extract timber 
and stone from the valley, 
but at a pretty small scale. 
It is hard to imagine the 
noise and activity of the 
1880s, when hundreds 
of men were employed in 
such labors, and where ev- 
ery year saw the construc- 
tion of new stores, build- 
ings and houses.

date. The iconic structure rests near 

the harbor on land owned by Cher-ae 
Heights Indian Community of the Trin- 
idad Rancheria. Since it was moved on 
Jan. 10, 2018 from its site at Edwards 
and Trinity Street due to coastal erosion, 
the Trinidad Rancheria has been extraor- 
dinarily generous to provide a beautiful 
place for the lighthouse to re- 
main. The Trinidad Rancheria, 
along with Big Lagoon Rancheria 
and the Yurok Tribe helped with 
the relocation. 

It took over a year to obtain 
retroactive permits from the 
Coastal Commission and the City 
to restore the 45- x 50-foot parcel, 
now called Trinidad Bay Memori- 
al Park, where the lighthouse used to be. 
The Memorial Wall commemorating those 
who have been lost at sea or buried at sea 
remains in place. The site restoration work 
was completed over a year ago. 

Since then the Trinidad Civic Club has 
been actively engaged with engineers 
and the Trinidad Rancheria to plan and 
design the permanent location for the 
lighthouse, which will once more house 
the Fourth Order 1871 Fresnel lens and 
the 1898 bronze fog bell, removed from 
the Trinidad Head Lighthouse when they 
were decommissioned in 1949, and given 
to the Trinidad Civic Club to be preserved 
at the Memorial Lighthouse, a replica of 
the 1871 lighthouse. 

When the Memorial Lighthouse design 
is completed in the next few weeks, a grad- 
ing permit and a Coastal Development 
Permit will be needed. 

Even with the greatly appreciated as- 
sistance of the Trinidad Civic Club part- 
ners, the moving and permit process cost 
$80,000. The permitting, design and con- 
struction of the new Memorial Lighthouse 
project at the harbor is expected to cost 
approximately $250,000 to $300,000. 

An anonymous local donor has given 
the Trinidad Civic Club a substantial start

on the project fund but the tiny service 
club has much to do. 

Trinidad Civic Club Co-Presidents Jan 
West and Dana Hope give their all in com- 
munity service. In 2020, even with the 
limitations of COVID-19 event planning, 
the Club has participated in CASA and 
Alzheimer’s projects, has presented schol- 
arships and has given to local health care 
workers in the early days of the 
pandemic, among other activi- 
ties.

restrictions might prevent 
that from happening but 
“certainly our trajectory 
right now is a steep climb 
in cases.” 

She implored residents 
not to gather or travel 
during the Thanksgiving 
holiday and emphasized 
the importance of facial 
coverings. 

“I think by now peo- 
ple have gotten a message 
about the fact that masks 
are not controversial.” 
Frankovich said. “There 
really is no scientific con- 
troversy about this — it is 
not the entire solution to 
a problem but it has cer- 
tainly been well proven to 
help and so it’s incredibly 
important people wear 
them.” 

It’s also important to 
avoid grouping. Frankov- 
ich said large gatherings — 
including one that had 100 
people — combined with 
“multiple” smaller ones 
have been high risk events 
sucking up “a tremendous 
amount” of contact tracing 
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time. 

“The bottom line is we 
have to slow the number of 
cases that are emerging so 
that we have the time to do 
the robust investigations 
we really need to do,” said 
Frankovich. “So again, it 
goes to all those prevention 
measures that help us have 
a head start.” 

She added that gather- 
ings are riskier now than 
they were when COVID- 
19’s presence in the com- 
munity was less robust. 

The impact of Thanks- 
giving will be seen in one 
to two weeks and the lo- 
cal health care system has 
geared up for a continued 
surge. 

Hospitals have increased 
their capacities, including 
through use of “alternate 
care sites” outside of their 
facilities and Frankovich 
said there have been “on- 
going discussions with our 
healthcare partners about 
staffing for this.” 

Because the case accel- 
eration is outpacing the 
ability to track spread, the 
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county has asked for “com- 
munity assistance” with 
contact tracing investiga- 
tions. 

Under a new process, 
contact tracing investiga- 
tors will prioritize cases 
involving health care work- 
ers, school staff and those 
who live or work in nursing 
home and care facilities. 

With other, lower-pri- 
ority cases, “The contact 
investigation team will ask 
that individual to reach 
out to their own close con- 
tacts right away to notify 
them of the exposure and 
forward information on 
quarantine,” according to 
a Nov. 23 county press re- 
lease. 

It quotes Frankovich 
as saying, “We are at a 
point where we need the 
community to assist us 
in quickly reaching their 
close contacts in order to 
help contain spread of the 
virus.” 

She added that the pre- 
vious week saw the coun- 
ty’s “largest weekly case 
increase since the begin- 
ning of the pandemic” and 
“It’s clear that it’s time 
to adjust our strategy as 
much of the state has al- 
ready had to do.” 

As the county prepares 
to face the fallout from 
Thanksgiving travel and 
gatherings, it has expanded 
its free testing at the Red- 
wood Acres site in Eureka 
to include Saturdays and 
Sundays (see page 1).
